Fun and Guts: The Entrepreneur’s 
Philosophy. Joseph Mancuso, Reading, 
Mass.: Addison-Wesley Publishing Co. 
1973. 208 pp. ($6.50). 


“Breathes there a man with soul so 
dead, who never to himself hath said, 
‘I'd like to be a millionaire.’ ”’ Fun and 
Guts is addressed to those in business 
for themselves or those who, even idly, 
might be interested in such a venture. 
It provides enlightenment too for 
friends, relatives and employees. Un- 
like the get-rich-quick books which 
continually appear, touting their auth- 
ors’ pet formulas and schemes, this 
one examines entrepreneurism broadly 
and with wit. It draws on the expe- 
rience of a management consultant 
who himself has founded and run 
several businesses. 

The chapters follow, in some sense, 
“the classic life cycle of the small 
business’’: the idea, starting up, financ- 
ing, the growth crisis, maturity crisis, 
transition and philosophy. Rather than 
presenting mechanistic procedures for 
organizing activity and dealing with 
these phases, the book is a com- 
pendium of facts, correlations, in- 
formed opinions, parables, examples 
and warnings, sorted by the chapter 
headings. Emphasis on attitudes, be- 
havior and other characteristics of 
entrepreneurs, successful and other- 
wise, is evident. 

This is a small book; frequently 
pages are only partly filled. But the 
insights entertainingly provided are 
valuable. It is stimulating, rewarding, 
recommended light reading.
